MISSING AERONAUTS. 


Xo T id in g s Y e t a f P rof. W ise and H is 
Com panion W ho A scended from Mf- 
L ouis L ast Munday. 
St. L o u is, Mo., Sept. 30.—As the hours 
go by without tidings from Prof. John 
Wise and ^George Burr, teller of the St. 
Louis National Back, the two men who 
on Sunday afternoon made a baloon ascent 
with the intention of remaining but a few 
tours, the excitement here increases, and 
rumors without number gain currency. It 
has been ascertained that in addition to the 
many mishaps which occured to theballoon 
ust prior to its start, there was one after it 
had gotten under way. 
It carried a drag­ 
rope I,GOO feet long, which was to trail 
throughout the trip, and serve partially a9 
a guage of height, land partially as ballast. 
As this rope was trailed through (becrowd­ 
ed lair grounds several men foolishly 
caught hold of it and held on, the effect 
being to give the balloon a great shock 
and cause it to descend diagonally. This 
doubtless had the effect oi Haring still 
more the already damaged netting, and 
such wa9jtho danger that Prof J Wise cut 
tho rope ai the basket, and the balloon 
proceeded on its course without it. 
In­ 
formation has been received that the bat­ 
oon was seen moving very rapidly over 
Laporte, Indiana, In a northerly direction. 
at ao early hoar yesterday, but beyond this 
there are no tidings. Prof Wise is 71 years 
old and a member of the

Yesterday, the writer interviewed Col. 
R. G. Ingersoll, at the Burnett House, for 
the purpose ol taking his phrenological 
developments aud observing his tempera­ 
ment.

Secretiveness being only fairly devel­ 
oped, renders the disposition candid and 
jutspokco. This faculty combined with a 
full organ of courage and large executive­ 
ness, imparts energy, boldness and sarcasm 
to the mind, and a large organ of selt>es- 
teem gives self-reliance, confidence and in­ 
dependence. These powers arc supported 
by lull firmness of perseverecce. 
The religious emotions of faith aod hope 
being less than the reasoning faculties, 
everything of a mysterious or supernatural 
nature is subject to the test of reason and 
criticism. 
In his head, as In all others, quality and 
quantity in position aru the true indexes to 
me mental manifestations ; to these condi­ 
tions and large general size, and the stu­ 
dent oi human nature is once more pre­ 
sented with a proof of Dr. (tail’s announce­ 
ment, "This is the truth, though at eumity 
with the philosophy of ages."
